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More than a Thousand Words 


As Bishop Ridley faced the sentence of death 
in the Fall of 1555, his judge permitted him just 40 
spoken words of self-defense - and counted them 
off before silencing him. A travesty of course. 
Attempting to encapsulate within a few paragraphs 
the exhilarating moments of a decade, the issues of 
the day, the fine achievements of the current sen- 
ior students and the emotions of transition seems 
similarly perverse. 


We are enjoying a wonderful year, and we are 
in great heart. Events like the International 
Independent Schools’ Public Speaking 
Competition, the Scottish Play, and the Carol 
Services showed the school at its best. A visitor to 
the first of these wrote: “what struck me was the 
engagement and helpfulness of the students not 
involved in the competition, and their evi- 
dent enthusiasm for their school”, and “the 
spirit and prevailing happy atmosphere on 
the campus”. Such features speak volumes 
for the constant efforts and example of the 
Ridley Family and Faculty. 


The historian Henry Adams famously 
noted “A teacher’s influence never stops: he 
affects eternity”. Just so - even though 
that influence is often hidden in the ordi- 
nariness of the moments of a school day 
and only recognized later. In my experi- 
ence Ridley is blessed with an unusual 
abundance of teachers who would be con- 
sidered ‘top drawer’ anywhere, men and 
women with the heart to instruct, inspire, 
encourage and guide even on the darkest 
winter morning or faced with the most reluctant 
learners. Watching them in action has been both 
a delight and a privilege. 


The term ‘privilege’ is much abused. Most 
appropriately, however, it refers to those special 
times in life when one has the chance to be part of 
some enterprise involving many people and to 
play a small part in its success: only a small part; 
the others do the bulk, they too knowing that each 
of their small parts counted, and that the whole 
was so much greater than the sum of all those 
parts. Ridley abounds in those ‘special times’ - on 
sports teams, in the Mandeville Theatre or Chapel, 
during Cadets, at the Henley, on expeditions and - 


yes- frequently even in class. They are times to be 
savoured and, like our students, Judy and I have 
drunk deeply of this abundance. 


Finally, and most flatteringly, comes the 
unveiling of a portrait. Hopefully the Tiger cover 
shows that I attempted to look happy, though a 
smile (even of the enigmatic kind) was not allowed 
by my admirable painter, John Viljoen. As a senior 
Governor-friend commented: “he only had so 
much material with which to work”. So we added 
a glimpse of the breathtaking campus, which 
infects the souls of all Ridleians, plus - in the 
‘coded’ vogue of the day - suggestions of love and 
teamwortrk.....and even serendipity: good things 
come unexpectedly, if you take sensible risks and 
work away.

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Presidential Road Trip 


Phil Han ‘01 wonders where the student vote went? 


The 2004 U.S. Presidential election was a true 
political moment of intense interest, anticipation 
and importance. This election would decide the 
course America would take over the next four years, 
but also what would happen over the next few 
decades. Many could say that the student popula- 
tion have remained a pretty apathetic bunch of 
people. As students ourselves, we wanted to experi- 
ence first hand on American college campuses what 
students were doing to rally their troops and pre- 
pare for the most important election in decades. 
Were American students engaged in this year's elec- 
tion and were they going to make it out to the polls? 
Were they going to be more excited then their seem- 
ingly disengaged Canadian counterparts? Well we 
would soon find out. 

Diarra Smith '01, Kevin Keane, a friend from 
school, and I, Philip Han '01, all fourth year stu- 
dents at the University of Toronto, wanted to experi- 
ence the political climate in the States first hand 
and to answer the questions of whether students 
were engaged. 

Our project would take us to college campuses 
in Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, all contentious 
battleground states, and Massachusetts, the homes 
state of Democratic candidate, John Kerry, between 
October 29 to November 4, 2004. We would visit 
both large state-funded universities, like Ohio State 
University, as well as private ivy league schools, like 
Harvard, to examine if it was even possible that the 
political climate differed from school to school and 
state to state. We hoped this focus on college cam- 
puses would serve us well in our purpose to see 
exactly what type of an impact this election was 
having on students just like ourselves. 

Going into this trip we weren't really sure what 
to expect in terms of student activism and enthusi- 
asm. From seeing the Canadian 'political' climate 
on Canadian university campuses, I know first hand 
that there really isn't a whole lot of excitement 
when choosing a Prime Minister, but when we 
arrived at our first stop, Michigan State University, 
this uncertainty was completely erased. 

We visited with the Vice-President of the College 
Democrats, John Fournier, at MSU and was instant- 
ly impressed with the amount of passion and 
knowledge he exerted. He spoke of great numbers 
of students being seemingly interested in this year’s 
election and how political groups were able to register

numbers? That's certainly what the Democrats were 
hoping for. 
A rally was organized by the College Democrats 
of MSU the next day and was going to be attended 
by the two stepsons of John Kerry, Chris and André 
Heinz, as well as Hollywood actor Jake Gyllenhaal 
and Allison Munn. The rally was completely full of 
either interested political students, or star gazers 
wanting autographs from Jake Gyllenhaal. I wasn't 
sure which one it was. From all the speakers we 
heard the usual Bush bashing and go get'em atti- 
tude, but what was more surprising was that we 
kept hearing phrases of how “voting should be ¢ 
sexy,” and that “it’s cool again to vote.” Was it ever 
not sexy? I always thought voting was cool, but then 
again maybe I just wasn't cool from the beginning 
because I liked to vote. 
That same night we would head down to 
Columbus, Ohio where President Bush and Arnold 
Schwarzenegger would be speaking to a sell out 
crowd. Unfortunately we arrived late because we 
got lost, and it was disappointing to know that we 
weren't even allowed near the building because it 
was under a Secret Service ordered lock down. 
When President's Bush's speech was over I spoke to 
Allison Brooks who was part of the College 
Republicans on the campus of Ohio State 
University. It was very surprising once again to see 
how much passion she had for President Bush, but 
what was even more surprising was how she spoke 
of social issues as being her main issue. It's quite 
odd coming from Canada to hear people so against 
things like abortion, civil unions, and stem cell 
research. I was expecting to find young Republicans 
to lean much more towards the center, but it was 
shocking to see that almost the majority of the Bush 
supporting students I spoke to were far more right 
wing and religiously orientated. & 
The next day we found out that apparently Ohio 
State football is just like a religion and we didn't 











9) even want to try and talk politics on this all holy 


football day. 100 000 students jammed in a football 
stadium could have been the perfect forum for a 
political discussion, but we thought we would just 
leave them to their football, and join them. 

On the night of October 29th we found out that 
John Kerry would be speaking in Warren, Ohio 
which is a small town about three hours away from 
Columbus. Luckily we were able to gain access as 
official media and were pretty excited when we 
were stationed next to CNN and ten feet away from 
John Kerry. A huge crowd of over 50 000 people 
gathered outdoors to hear a mix of Jon Bon Jovi and 
John Kerry on a beautiful fall evening that made us 
glad we were there. Some have criticized Kerry for 
being a dull speaker lacking passion and focus, but 
when you are there first hand surrounded by thou- 
sands of cheering supporters, I found him to be 
energetic, uplifting and optimistic. 

With two days left until election night, on all the 
campuses we visited we were blown away by the 
seemingly interested student population. Campus 
after campus had this huge momentum of excite- 
ment over this election and we were excited to see 
what would be ahead of us. Generally we found 
Democratic leaning students to be very upset over 
the war in Iraq as well as the handling of the econo- 
my. For the most part they wanted to reach out to 
the world and play a much more multilateral role in 
international affairs, a very Canadian concept per- 
haps. For Republicans, their main focus among 
young students were moral and social issues. 
Surprising to say the least. 

Our first ivy league school, the University of 
Pennsylvania exhibited all the same symptoms of a 
supposedly engaged student population. Numerous 
active student groups, banners of candidates and 
flyers for voting locations spread throughout the 
campus. We attended a seminar session that night 
organized by the American Civil Liberties Union 
who were preparing themselves for the potential of 
voting problems and voter intimidation. The ACLU 
and Democratic and Republican groups were 
preparing for a possible repeat of the Florida fiasco. 
After speaking to Dan Treglia, a Democrat, I also 
found out that the College Democrats had a 
manned display table outside, rain or shine, every- 
day since September Ist for seven hours each day. 
This was astounding to see this level of dedication 
for a non-academic activity, especially coming from 
the University of Toronto where most of the time 


this level of interest is purely left to studying in dark 
library basements. 

Finally though, the day of days arrived. It was 
November 2nd. To watch the returns coming in, we 
were all going to be at John Kerry's headquarters in 
Copley Square, in downtown Boston. It was a chaot- 
ic site with world media, local residents and out of 
town supporters of John Kerry hoping for an elec- 
tion night win. Unfortunately, the weather wasn't 
very cooperative as it was chilly and rainy, and that 
seemed like it would be a harbinger of things to 
come. It was a long night and things for John Kerry 
weren't looking that great. We finally had word that 
it was all up to Ohio and that the scenario that pre- 
sented itself now didn't look very promising. By 
5:00 am we went to bed under the realization that 
John Kerry's chance at the presidency was over. 

I was lucky enough to be part of the media 
crowd at Faneuil Hall, where John Kerry, with John 
Edwards and his family, would make his concession 
speech. It was utterly depressing and disappointing, 
and the crowd was literally in tears. Kerry said “the 
desperate need for unity, for finding the common 
ground, coming together. Today, I hope that we can 
begin the healing.” I hope that President Bush will 
be able to unite the American people because I saw 
first hand how divided the country is, even among 
students. 

Looking at everything we saw on campuses, did 
this apparent enthusiasm and interest in American 
politics and the political process present itself on 
election day? No! American students failed once 
again. The percentage of students between 18-24

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Ridley Silver Tea Service 


An interesting archival gem in Ridley's possession is this 
five-piece silver tea set. It resides with the Headmaster 
in the security of Kenyon Lett House. Before 1989, it was 
displayed in Maurice Cooke's School House apartment 
and was pressed into service on many of the school's 
social occasions. It originated in England at least as 
early as 1859. It was won that year by Colonel R. W. 
Huey, the owner of the yacht "Osprey" which earned 
first prize in the Royal Thames Yacht Club race of that 
year. The RTYC is the oldest yacht club in the U.K. 
Formed in 1775, it acquired its current name in 1830 
when William IV came to the throne. Today, the club's 
patron is the Duke of Edinburgh, and the Admiral is the 
Prince of Wales. In any event, the tea service found its 
way to Canada later in the 19th century and was 
acquired by a relative of Col. Huey, a Mrs. Louise 
Thompson of Islington, Ont. She presented it to the 
school in memory of her parents. Sadly, a more detailed 
account of the gift and the dates of its various move- 
ments has been lost.

It’s Up for Debate Emily Bradley '06 reviews the International Independent 
Schools' Public Speaking Competition 


When one thinks of school spirit and Ridley 
College, it is the School Boy Regatta, a football 
game on Association Weekend, or perhaps a gath- 
ering of students around the Snake Dance bonfire 
that immediately comes to mind. In mid-October, 
however, the school witnessed a commendable 
display of Ridley pride, in a most unexpected 
forum- the International Independent Schools' 
Public Speaking Competition. 


Over a four-day period, Ridley played host to an 
incredibly talented group of students, hailing 
from regions of Europe to the United States, and 
from provinces across Canada. Teams represent- 
ing fifty-one different schools participated in a 
weekend that proved to be a truly impressive dis- 
play of confidence, intelligence, and competitive 
spirit. 


The school prides itself on the diversity of its 
campus, and this event took this concept to a 
completely new level. On any given day, the 
Ridley team found itself debating against stu- 
dents from Cyprus, receiving suggestions from 
British judges, and applauding the speeches of 
American competitors. Debate and discussion 
took on a truly international perspective, expos- 
ing students to a variety of insights and opinions. 


Each competitor was entered in three of the nine 
offered events, which ranged from radio newscast 
to dramatic interpretation. The Ridley team was 
well-represented in four of these classifications. 
Specific to the public speaking genre, team mem- 
bers presented persuasive speeches, which 
offered a viable solution to a chosen problem, 
and extemporaneous speeches, which dealt with 
a political issue, revealed to the competitor only 
moments before the event commenced. In the 
debating field, Ridley competitors participated in 
both parliamentary debate, which involved an 
impromptu resolution, and cross-examination 
debate, in which teams had the opportunity to 
present their points, and directly question the 
opposition. At this competition, the chosen cross- 
ex topic addressed the issue of globalization, and 
the marginalization of the poor. The Ridley cross- 
ex team, comprised of two grade 11 students- 


Emily Bradley '06 of Toronto, and Simon Miles '06 
of St. Catharines-faced incredibly tough competi- 
tion in the finals against the Roxbury Latin School 
of Massachusetts, but managed to achieve a first- 
place standing in the event. The third team mem- 
ber, William MacMillan '05 of Toronto, saw great 
success as well-his overall standing (10th in a 
field of 171) earned him a highly coveted spot on 
the Canadian team for the 2005 World 
Championships, to be held in Cyprus. 


Equally as impressive as the Ridley team results 
was the exceptional turnout of the school com- 
munity. Ridley families opened their homes to 
visiting teams, parents and alumni offered their 
time and insight as event judges, and the Ridley 
faculty and student body surpassed all organiza- 
tional expectations. Event finals saw rooms full to 
the brim with spectators, many proudly bearing 
the Ridley crest upon their blazers. Cheering may 
have been more subdued than on the sidelines of 
a football field, but in this art of nimble tongue 
and quick wit, a room full of familiar faces offered 
true comfort to the Ridley competitors. 


At the closing banquet, the Great Hall bore wit- 
ness to a genuinely happy gathering of students, 
coaches, and volunteers. Ridley took on a tremen- 
dous challenge in hosting this prestigious event; 
and in all respects, lived up to that challenge. It 
goes without saying that the participants of a 
public speaking competition most certainly like 
to talk; during the event, their impressions of 
Ridley were universal, and well-communicated- 
what an incredible place to go to school! As a cur- 
rent student, I'd have to agree, wholeheartedly. 
School spirit is to be expected at traditional 
events, but to see such a tremendous display of 
pride, in such an uncommon and historic forum, 
spoke volumes about the unity of the Ridley com- 
munity.

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HOW PARENTS & STUDENTS SEE RIDLEY 


In February of 2004, Ridley invited parents and students to 
take a web-based survey administered by a research com- 
pany called CRi. This was part of the school's ongoing 
effort to improve the Ridley experience, and assess the 
school's infrastructure and services. The survey provided 
feedback on where strengths lie, and where performance 
should be improved. 545 surveys were received, with a sta- 
tistically-significant sample of over 50% participation in 
both groups. 


Overall satisfaction was very high, with 97% of parents and 
87% of students agreeing that their overall Ridley experi- 
ence was good to outstanding. Cited by parents for "excel- 
lence" were school reputation (94%), report cards (92%), 
athletics (91%), academics (90%), computer infrastructure 
(89%), extra-curriculars (88%), and the boarding experi- 
ence (86%). 


Communication issues between the school and parents 
emerged with the most consistent evidence for action. The 
school has already moved on this issue, by heightening the 
imperative for ongoing feedback via the advisor system. 
Perceptions related to fairness, responsiveness, and disci- 
plinary consistency by the school administration were the 
top student concerns. 


No organization is perfect, but this survey provided ample 
evidence that Ridley is "getting it right" in many areas, and 
buttresses the glowing review Ridley received from the 
Canadian Education Standards Institute (CESI) last year.

Crawford Gordon “S56 Retires as Chairman of the Board 


In this year of departures Ridley is offering its 
thanks and celebrating the 27-year career of 
Crawford Gordon '56 as a member of the Board of 
Governors. In its 115 year history Ridley has been 
served by thousands of talented, dedicated vol- 
unteers. To borrow from brokerage vernacular, 
and to continue a little good-natured kidding a 
few of us have employed with Crawford, he easily 
falls into the 'top decile’ of faithful volunteers 
who have served the school. 


A quick review of Crawford's student career 
allows us to see why he was destined to be an 
important player in Ridley history. Crawf starred 
in football, hockey, gymnastics, squash, tennis 
and boxing (he was voted top boxer in his gradu- 
ating year) and played a fair game of cricket as 
captain of the seconds. Proof of his ability to 
‘multi-task’ is evident when we consider that 
squash, hockey, gymnastics and boxing all ran in 
the same term! 


Beyond the athletic fields and arenas Crawf was 
active in the Glee Club, the choir, the Student 
Council, the Science Club, and served as a 
Platoon Sergeant in the Cadet Corps. My col- 
league Anne Kubu noted she could find no evi- 
dence of any academic prizes but, commenting 
on his photo in one of the team reports, she says 
‘he was a cute kid’! 


So with his good looks, multiple talents and char- 
acteristic energy and commitment, Crawf joined 
the Board in 1977. Before that though he had 
already made his mark when he, along with the 
late George Hendrie '49, worked to introduce the 
Class Agent system to annual giving. During his 
Board career, Crawford served on three 
Headmaster Search committees, headed the 
Campaign for Alumni Hall, co-chaired the Major 
Gifts Committee with W. Darcy McKeough '51, 
chaired numerous ad hoc Board Committees 
including the Gordon Committee of 1999 which 
set fund raising objectives for the past 5 years as 
well as the foreseeable future. 


What has always marked Crawford's leadership 
style is his sense of humility. Though long identi- 
fied as a leader, he shuns the spotlight on himself 


and works tirelessly to develop teamwork, a coop- 
erative spirit and a 'what-is-best for Ridley’ atti- 
tude. He has been a good friend, a trusted confi- 
dant, a reliable sounding board and a model of 
consistency in all his undertakings with Ridleians 
of all ages. It is comforting to note that, though 
Crawford will step down from the Board he has 
renewed his commitment to Ridley by accepting 
appointments to both the Advisory Board and the 
Trustees of the Foundation and will continue to 
serve as Chair of the Major Gifts Committee. 


No doubt Eve, Crawford's wife, has provided him 
with strength of support and encouragement in 
all his endeavours and her grace, poise and ele- 
gance will continue to be evident in Ridley events 
for years to come as daughters Chloé and next 
year Parris continue their Ridley careers. Their 
son, Crawford Jr., concluded his Ridley stint a 
year ago by following his father's footsteps as a 
star on first football and first rugby. The familiar 
figure of Crawford nervously pacing the sidelines 
while Eve calmly observed brought smiles to all of 
us who enjoyed their evident pride. 


On behalf of the entire Ridley Family I express our 
gratitude for your past leadership and friendship. 
We are blessed that you will continue to be so 
central to Ridley's future.
